Justice Refuses to Interfere.

ination, Justice Dowling declined to in- 
terfere with what was termed the Dis- 
vattorney’ 8 use of. offensive words. 
Innis tioning. Jerome constantly re- 
fererd to the record of the first trial, 
and, while apparently engaged in a 
search for questions from her former 
testimony, asked the witness casually if 
she eveseeV'.sisited a number of no- 
torious Bowefy recorts which he enum- 
erated. Mrs. Thaw declared she never 
had heard of the places and Littleton’s 
objections to this line of questioning 
were sustained. | 

Littleton at this point protested 
against the use of offensive words, as 
he characterized them, by the District 
Attorney, but Justice Dowling refused 
to interfere as to these. 

Witness in Sullen Mood, 

Mr. Jerome was as aggressive as ever 
when he resumed his cross-examination 
of Mrs. Thaw this morning. The pris- 
oner’s wife seemed in a sullen mood 
and answered the prosecutor curtly. 
She said that in Paris she had shown 
Thaw 14 letters Stanford White had 
written her subsequent te the events 
that followed their meeting. The wit- 
ness said she did not know where the 
letters were and that she last saw 
them in Mr. Hartridge’s office. She ad- 
mitted writing to White from Boulogne, 
but could not recall whether she wrote 
more than one letter. 

The questioning brought out that a 
week following Mrs. Thaw's arrival 
from Europe in’ 1903, after telling Thaw 
about Stanford White, she was in Mad}- 
son Square Garden tower with White. 

She went @ a dinner in the tower, 
but not alone, she said. She told Thaw 
about it. Jerome here produced the 
ptotographic copy of the famous Hum- 
mel affidavit and had the witness iden- 
tify the signature.

Annie Deranek, 9 years old, of lill 
South Seventh street, may go througn 
l.e with one side of uer face, biack 
as a result of an unidentified young man 
throwing blue vitriol upon her at Sev- 
enth street and Lafayette avenue, Mon- 
day night. 

She is at her home suffering great 
pain. She will recover from the effect 
of the burn but her mother fears that 
the discoloration may be permanent. 

The man who threw the acid escaped 
and the police have been unable to find 
a trace of him or to unearth a motive 
for his action. The police attribute the 
attack to degeneracy. 

Annie, accompanied by 6-year-old Nei: 
tie Rezebeck, was returning to her home 
from a butcher’s shop at 1724 South 
Seventh street. 

As she approached tke northeast cor- 
ner of Seventh street and Lafayette ave- 
nue a young man who had been standing 
hehind a telegraph pole stepped out into 
the light and advanced toward them. 
Annie says that the man looked at 
her as though he meant to speak to 
her. He held both hands in his coat 
pockets until he was within three fect 
of her. Then he took his right hand 
from his posket. Annie caught a glimpse 
of a small bottle, the contents of which 
the man threw into her face. 
Screaming from pain she ran home 
and sank exhausted in the kitchen, 
where her mother was preparing sup- 
per. 

The right side of her face and neck 
was blistered and already beginning to 
turn black. 

The father and mother took the girl 
to the City Dispensary on a street car. 
Physicians there said that the acid was 
vitriol, a compound of sulphate of cop- 
per much like sulphuric acid which oft- 
en turns the skin black. 

Annie says that she does not remem- 
ber ever having seen the man before 
and Mrs. Deranek says that so far as 
she knows there Is no one who has a 
grudge against the family.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 
Settle certain important questions of 
fact relative to the army canteen sys 
tem and to meet the assertion that the 
repeated application of the War Depart- 
ment for the repeal of the law which 
abolished the canteen was not based 
upon facts, Major-General Bell, chief of 
staff, has caused a careful study of the 
matter to be made and a full record 
prepared with a view of placing before 
the Secretary of War the reasons why 
the law should be repealed. 

This statement forms one of the prin- 
cipal chapters in his annual report. Gen. 
Bell reaches this conclusion: 

“When the canteen was in operation 
there were fewer desertions, fewer fines 
and fewer confinements by sentences im- 
posd by courtmartial, less alcoholism 
and less disease than prior to its estab- 
lishment. The morals and discipline of 
the army have suffered, though of 
course, no one should be 
ascribe to the abolition of the canteen 
feature all evil effects.’ 

Gen. Bell makes a strong plea for the 
creation of a reserve of 50,000 men under 
40 years Of age and who have served one 
enlistment in the regular army. He 
would pay these men from §24 to $32 
per annum, holding them subject to call 
and to 10 days training each year. 


Wishes More Pay to Army. 
Gen. Bell also urged an increase in 


army pay, provision for extra officers 
and enlargement of the coast artillery 
and medical corps. The report embraces 
a complete plan for the reorganization 
of the army so as to permit mobilization 
of 6,000 men without denuding every 
military station. Says Gen. Bell: 
“Unless other great nations are wrong, 
and wasting time and money, they are 
giving us an object lesson which Ameri. 
eans will have to learn some day by 
costly and humiliating expertence, and 
which it is the duty of professional sol- 
diers to point out, namely, that time and 
training are both necessary to convert 
a volunteer into a soldier.”

POLICE SEEK SLAYER 

Think Tragedy of Same Kind 

as Hollister and Gentry 
Killings. 








CHICAGO, Jan. 21.—The headless body 
of a woman between 20 and 2% years old, 
was found floating nude in Lake 
Michigan today, off Jackson Park and 
near the University of Chicago. It ap- 
peared to have been in the water al- 
most two months. 

A single wisp of bright blonde hair, 
which clung to the nape of the neck at 
the point where the head had been sev- 
ered is the only means afforded the po- 
lice for a possible identification. 

Deep stab wounds on the body and 
the fact that the head appears to have 
been severed with an ax lead the police 
to consider the case one of a brutal and 
mysterious murder, similar to the trage- 
dies which cost the lives of Mrs. Bessie 
Hollister anu Mrs. Louisa Gentry, for 
the first of which crimes Richard Ivins 
‘was executed, while Frank J. Constan- 
tine is now serving a life sentence at 
Joliet for the second. 

Police Issue Description. 

A pedestrian found the body. It was 
removed to undertaking rooms and 
there, after a minute examination, the 
police made the discoveries which led 
them to declare that the unidentified 
victim was no working giri, but one of 
higher station. The hands were smal] 
and beautifully formed. The nails were 
delicately cared for. The victim’s skin 
was soft, the hands devoid of callous or 
toil marks. The muscles were soft and 
‘not those of one accustomed to work. 

After making measurements <and esti- 
‘mates, the police issued the following 
description of the victim, with the hope 
of ascertaining her identity: Aged 25 
years, about; height, 5 feet 3 inches; 
Weight, about 130 to 140 pounds; feet, 
particularly smal] and well formed. 

There were a score of minor 
Scratches, bruises and cuts about 
the body, in addition to the fol- 
lowing major evi.ences of violence: The 
top of the head completely gone, as 
‘though severed with an axe; the neck 
cut and bruised; the right arm frac- 
tured; a deep gash on the left groin: 
right knee cap broken and _ crushed: 
two clean cuts just below the heart.

With Thaw Often. 

Taken back to the Christmas night 
episode, the witness said that, after 
dinner that night, she accompanied 
Thaw to his apartments and that after 
that she remained with him pretty con- 
stantly. She lived at the Grand Hotel 
in 1904 under the name of Evelyn Nes- 
bit. While riding down Fifth avenue 
that spring, she saw Stanford White. 
On her return to the hotel White called 
on the telephone, and, saying it was 
good to hear her voice, asked permission 
to visit her. 


She explained that Thaw was carrying 
a revolver at that time because Roger 
O’Mara told him it was necessary to 
carry one for his protection. 

When Evelyn and Thaw went abroad 
in 1944, the witness said, they went first 
to London, staying there two weeks. 
From there they went to Monte Carlo, 
to the Riviera, to Switzerland and back 
to Paris. Returning to America, they 
stayed at tbe Cumberland. Because 
there was “so much In the papers,” 
Thaw thought they should separate and 
they did. Evelyn first went to a hospital 
and from there to a Madison avenue 
apartment. She stayed there until she 


went to Pittsburg to be marricd, After 











the marriage she and Thaw went West 
and then returned to Mrs. William 
Thaw’s Pittsburg home, from there re- 
turning to New York.

Birth of Child Brings Rumors 
That Instructors Are 
Involved. 


NOT FIRST CHARGES 


Less Than Year Ago the State 
Institution Was 
Investigated. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 
Folk said today that he would direct the 
Board of Regents of Lincoln Institute, 
the State school for negroes, to begin 
a thorough investigation of conditions 
at that co-educational institution. This 
determination was reached by the Gov- 
ernor as a result of the birth of a child 
to one of the students Friday night, as 
told exclusively in Sunday’s Post-Dis- 
patch. 

The Governor said he 
Board of Regents would begin an in- 
vestigation on its own motion, but that 
if it failed to do so, he would direct 
that a searching inquiry be made into 
the relations between the students, 
members of the faculty and the students 
and the management of the institution, 
especially the guardianship of the ma- 
tron over the girls living in the dormi- 
tory.

Story Not Told at First. 

D. C. McClung, president of the Board 
of Regents and a member of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, is not in the city 
today. He has had a conference with 
President Allen of the institute, who 
did not make known to him the fact 
of the birth of the child in the dormi- 
tory until after President Allen had 
learned that the story was likely to 
reach the Board from other sources. 

State Superintendent of Instruction 
H. A. Gass, who is a member of the 
Board, said today that he had no 
knowledge of any investigation, and 
that no mention of the matter had been 
made to him by the president of the 
Board. 

The Board of Regents is composed of 
S. R. Emery of Ely, E. 8S. Wilson of 
Mexico, D. C. McClung of Jefferson 
City, Hugh K. Rea of Carrollton, J. 
F. Smith of Fulton and H. A. Gass of 
The Executive Commit- 
tee consists of McClung, Gass and Wil- 
son. 

The Boaru conducted a partial inves- 
tigation of Lincoln Institr.te conditions 
less than a year ago upon charges filed 
by Dr. J. T. Caston, a negro physician 
of Jefferson City, who has been promi- 
nent in negro educational work in the 
State for many years. Dr. Caston savs 
his charges were in detail. Supt. Gass 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
the evidence in that investigation con- 
sisted largely of ‘‘suspicions’’ and that 
the Board was unable to fasten blame 
on any person. 

Rumors Involve Instructors. 

There are many rumors regarding the 
institute among the negroes who have 
taken an active interest in the school. 
It is charged that more than one of the 
instructors at the institute is involved. 

Dr. Caston says he has information 
that the roommate of the girl who gave 
birth to the child was sent to her home 
Sunday by the schoo! authorities. and 
that another girl was recently’ sent 
away. His information, he said, did 
not justify him in saying why the girls 
were dismissed from the school. 

Became Student in September. 

It has been established that the girl 
who became a mother Friday night was 
not a student at the institute last year. 
She came this year in September from 
St. Joseph and remained constantly at 
the school, supposedly under the eye of 
the matron in the dormitory, until 
Christmas, when she went to St. Joseph 
to spend the holidays, returning a week 
ago. 

The child was born Friday afternoon 
at 5 o'clock. An effort to conceal the 
child in a trunk is alleged to have been 
made, but its cries became so loud that 
the attention of the matron was at- 
tracted, and the mother and child were 
removed to St. Mary's Hospital in Jef- 
ferson City.

The proposition to consolidate with the 
Western Federation of Miners was not 
favored. 

President Mitchell said he opposed the 
consolidation because metalliferous and 
coal miners have nothing in common 
and “because certain modes of carrying 
on the work of the organizations are ir- 
reconcilable.” 

‘In bidding farewell President Mitchell 
referred to his term as president, during 
which the organization has accumulated 


a fund of $900,000. 


‘BERLIN POLICE ROUT 2000 
UNEMPLOYED WITH SABERS 


Many Are {Injured and Large Num- 
ber Arrested Following 


Demonstrations. 

BERLIN, Jan. 21.—There was a seri- 
ous collision late this afternoon between 
the police and a mob of unemployed 
men, who earlier in the day had at- 
tended one of the Socialist mass meet- 
ings. ‘The police used their sabers when 
the crowd hurled missiles and before 
order was semen many men were 
wounded. 

The 2000 demonstrants, when they en- 
countered the police, were marching 
‘down the Schiffbauerdamm, near the 
Lustgarten. The authorities tried to dis- 
\persae them. The men at once took up 
& position around several piles of tiles 
before a new theater building, and began 
hurling the tiles at the police, The po- 
licemen were at once reinforced by 4 
mounted detachment, which’ charged 
the crowd with drawn sabers. The men

‘‘As soon as I can pay what I owe 
around here, we Wl. move to the coun- 
try,”’ said Mrs. Kastner. “The baker 
trusted me for 50 cents when we had 
nothing to eat, and | must pay him 
first, and there are some other debts.”’

REAL PUBLIC SERVICE. 

No service rendered by the Post-Dispatch is 
m@gve agreeable than that which results in the re- 
lief of the deserving poor. 

A recent suicide truthfully described in these 
columns revealed a pitiful case of suffering, a 
widow and several children being left destitute at 
the tragic climax of a long and terrible struggle 
for existence. 

In this case the Post-Dispatch made no par- 
ticular appeal to the charitably disposed, but the 
distribution of the newspaper had not been com- 
pleted before contributions for the support of the 
family were received and the prospect is that. the 
immediate wants of the sufferers will soon be sup- 
plied. 

There is a vast amount of latent charity, need- 
ing only information and direction to become im- 
mediately available. We are a busy and in some 
things a heedless people, but there are few in- 
deed who are indifferent to genuine distress. It 
seems at times, from the frequent evidences of 
spontaneous charity which are witnessed here 
that there is enough generosity in the world, if 
properly directed, to banish poverty forever. 

Without boastfulness, the Post-Dispatch may 
say that it is proud of the fact that its columns 
are so freely used both by those whose necessities 
are great and those whose benevolence has never 
been addressed in vain. A newspaper of the right 
sort renders many services that are of undoubted 
value to the people, but, as we view it, in none is 
it more useful than when it brings those who have 
‘much into sympathetic contact with those who 
have nothing. 
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A WORD TO MR. BURTON. 

Theodore E. Burton, chairman of the Water- 
‘ways Commission, explains that the hold-up of 
the report, long eagerly awaited, is due to the 
great amount of time which is being taken in 
considering its phraseology. There is such a 
wealth of meaning in words that the gentleman 
from Cleveland is painfully anxious to have the 
etymology of the document letter perfect.

KILLING A FOOLISH LAW. 

An act passed, by the Legislature of Missouri 
last winter provided that if corporations trans- 
ferred suits against them from State to Federal 
ecurts their charters should be forfeited. 

Judge McPherson has just decided that this 
law is unconstitutional on the ground that it vio- 
lates that clause of the Constitution of the Unit- 
ed States which reads: ‘“‘No State shall pass any 
law impairing the obligaticn of contracts.” He 
might with propriety have held that the act was 
invalid because it set aside the Constitution of 
the United States in toto. 

If States may prescribe penalties for citizens 
who seek to exercise their judicial rights in this 
manner there is practically no limit to their 
powers of nullification. By a carefully drawn 
series of acts they could deprive the people of 
every right guaranteed under the Federal Con- 
stitution. 

To decree that a man having legal rights shall 
seek them at the risk of his life, limb and prop- 
erty is something worse than a legislative blunder. 
It is a crime. The highwayman does that. The 
armed burgla> who threatens his victim with death 
if he makes an outcry does that. The bandit hold- 
ing his prisoner as a hostage does that. In fact, 
there is no form of violent crime which does not 
proceed upon the same principle. 

Several States have passed laws like this only 
tc make themselves supremely ridiculous. Mis- 
souri has abundant reason to be ashamed of its 
own performance, but there is cause for felicita- 
tion in the fact that the first rebuke that it has 
received in its folly comes from a Missourian 
holding court within the limits of the State. 

Congress has as much right capriciously to deny 
access to the Federal courts as States have to 
prohibit it. If States may wipe out the national 
judiciary, Congress may paralyze the State judici- 
ary. What would life or property in this country 
be worth under such a system? 
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THE NAVY TO WEATHER A BIG BLOW. 

Some of the old sea dogs of the navy, retired 
and otherwise, are to be disciplined for the profa- 
nation of holy things. They have spoken lightly 
of “Doctor Rixey.” 

A few years ago the army was compelled to take 
its medicine in the case of ‘Doctor’ Wood. Any 
old soldier who ventured to doubt the doctor’s 
military genius came into collision with the big 
stick, and now all is peace and silence in that 
quarter. The navy is to be subdued in the same 
way. . ore: 

In defense of these eminent practitioners it 
should be said that they are not wholly to blame 
for the extraordinary claims that are made in 
their behalf. They shine with a reflected light. 
The really great soldier and sailor who is running 
things and who is subjected to criticism is Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. 

This gentleman is not dependent upon war alone 
for his fame. True, as a soldier and a sailor he 
makes Grant and Farragut look paltry, but he is 
equally distinguished as a hunter, a historian, a 
lawyer, a jurist, a pedestrian, a naturalist, a 
horseman, a stirpiculturist, a preacher, a long- 
distance orator, an essayist, a peacemaker, a 
wrestler, a philosopher and a spelling reformer. 
I? he would take up music and poetry he would 
put the Hall of Fame out of business. 

Knowing what is good for them, the old navy 
captains will “haul to’ until the present big blow 
is over. It will not last forever. 
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REPUBLICAN POLICY IN MISSOURI. 

At the recent convention of the Republican edi- 
tors of Missouri a brother with a serious cast of 
mind pointedly asked: “Shall Federal officehold- 
ers control the policy of the party?’ He intend- 
ed to pause for a reply, but a thunderous “No!” 
greeted him instantly. 

It is well to have matters of this kind settled 
promptly and authoritatively. If the Republicans 
in Missouri have a desire to possess a policy that 
will be wholly satisfactory to the party press they 
should place the matter in the control of the edi- 
tors themselves. 

There are just about enough officers to go 
around among the newspapermen and the evidence 
that they want them is exceedingly strong.

NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—President Har- 
ry C. Pulliam of the National League 
yesterday made the positive statement 
that unless the National Association of 
Professional Ieagues, the minor league 
body, rescind the so-called ‘‘unjust, un- 
American and ultra-Russian’’ blacklist 
resolution that organization passed last 
October, he will resign his position as 
president of the National League and 
wash his hands of organized basebal! 
forever.. 

‘‘T am in dead earnest in this matter,’’ 
said Pulliam, ‘‘and if the decision is 
against me, the National League will 
elect my successor at its February meet- 
ing. If I go down in defeat, I will retire 
from the game that I have served faith- 
fully for 14 years, without regret. I will 
have that which I had when I entered 
the game, viz—my self respect. I wilil 
have in addition the gratitude of the 
ballplayer—the clean  ballplayer—who 
knows what I risked to preserve his 
rights’ and I will have also the respect 
and confidence of the great ball public, 
who believe that the politics of the game 
should be played as cleanly and as fair- 
ly in the legislative halls as the game 
itself on the diamond. §o, therefore, if 
seemingly defeated, the victory will be 
mine. 

What Powers Says. 

“On Jan. 16 P. T. Powers, president of 
the National Assoc’ation of Minor 
Leagues, in authorized interview, stated 


that as a result of the compact with the 
Tri-State League 22 baliplavers were 
doomed to remain for life in that organ- 
ization; and quoting from his own 
words, he says: ‘Now, then, on top of 
that agreement to which the National 
Commission was a party, the latter body 
has turned round and reinstated some 
of these players. Does that action dove- 
tail with the original agreement?’ 

“On Jan. 16 Powers spoke by the 
card reiterating the statement of Presi- 
dent T. H. Murnane of the New Eng- 
land League, made over his signature, 
‘The National Commission has now re- 
instated four men who were on the 
ineligible list for jumping contracts.’ ”’ 

Pulliam claims the National Associa- 
tion by its action volated secton 3 of 
the National Agreement, which reads: 
“Tt shall have for its objects the pro- 
motion of the welfare of ballplayers as 
a class by developing and perfecting 
them in their profession and enabling 
them to s@®ure adequate compensation 
for expertness.”’ He also says there was 
a violation of the section reading: ‘“‘A 
player suspended by a club.or league 
for a term longer than 10 days shal] 
have the right of appeal to the Na- 
tional Commission.” 


Herrmann Is Politic. 
Pulliam said further: “I note that P. 


T. Powers takes great satisfaction in 
publishing broadcast a statement from 
August Herrmann, chairman of the Na- 
tional Commission, tn which Mr. Herr- 
mann defended his position. That fact 
does not surprise me, notwithstanding 
that I have three letters from Mr. Herr- 
mann, written in November, after the 
action of the National Association, in 
which he says over his own signature 
that the action of the National Asso- 
clation was unwarranted and would not 
be allowed to go unnoticed by the Na- 
tional Commission. 

“Mr. Herrmann is a politician—a great 
politician—and that explains the reason 
why he takes a different position in 
January, 1908, to that in November. 1997. 
Whoever saw a politician stand hitched 
to any proposition for a period of three 
months? never did. As a weather 
prophet, the genius politician can give 
the United States Weather Bureau cards 
and spades in ascertaining which way 
the wind blows. 

“In conclusion, I want to say that
